bas occurred. The mention of the operation, in each case, was a brief 
summary, no true names were used (although the location and nationality’ 
of the agent were given), and in one case a description of the perzon was 
altered in a manner to conceal the identity (a wonian was described as a 
man), There was no indication in the text of Agency interest, and the 
only indication of it was the deletion of the description from the final 


text. 
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
